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The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: nowhere in the specification does it disclose the recited 
limitation "wherein x value of white light out of the liquid crystal display device is in the 
range of 0.315-0.33 and y value is in the range of 0.32-0.34". 

The above objection to the specification stands because Applicant's remarks 
appear to direct to the objection to the drawing or the rejection under 35 U.S.C 112, first 
paragraph, description requirement. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(c). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 , 12 , 23 and 24 are confusing because they are not consistent with the 
drawing. These claims recite dan being in the range of 0.29 -0.36 ^m. As apparent 
from Fig. 3, for dAi = 0.29, the corresponding x and y value are less than 0.3. In 
addition, nowhere in the specification and Fig. 3 does it disclose the scales of the x and 
y coordinates. Therefore, it is unclear how the x value 0.315 is obtained. The remaining 
claims are also rejected since they depend on the indefinite claims. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5,8,9, 12-16, 19, 20 and 23-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ohta et al of record. 

Amended claims 1, 12, 23 and 24 recite the x value of white light out of the liquid 
crystal display device being in the range of 0.315-0.33 and y value being in the range of 
0.32-0.34, as compared to Ohta's x =0.3101 and y=0.3163. As apparent to those of 
ordinary skill in the art, the differences between the x and y values of Ohta and those of 
the instant claims are small or close. However, it has been held that a prima facie case 
of obviousness exists where the claimed ranges and prior art ranges do not overlap but 
are close enough that one skilled in the art would have expected them to have the same 
properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 
(Fed. Cir. 1985). In the instant case, the x and y values of Ohta and those of the instant 
claims both produce white light (Ohta, col. 17, lines 25-29; instant specification, page 9, 
lines 12-21). Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to 
employ in Ohta's device and method the x value of white light out of the liquid crystal 
display device being in the range of 0.315-0.33 and y value being in the range of 0.32- 
0.34 for obtaining a white color display with the ease of the fabrication of the display 
device due to the tolerable ranges of d An and the x, y values. See discussions of Ohta 
in the last Office action. 

Claims 6, 7, 10, 11, 17, 18, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ohta as applied to claims 1-5, 8, 9, 12-16 and 19 above, and 
further in view of Kang et al of record. 
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Claims 6, 7, 10, 1 1, 17, 18, 21 and 22 are rejected for the same reasons set forth 
in the last Office action. Also, see discussions of Kang in the last Office action. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/9/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the reasons set forth in the above objection and rejections. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
